Of 
the nixteen paK<»s on the floor of the 
nenale eiyht are r(>plaeoil every two 
years, and thus the youthful corps 
be<M)mes a perpetual l)ody like that 
which it serves, the theory l)eing 
that at the beninninn of eacli 
congress a half of \\w foree is fuffl- 
. oienlly experienced to prompt n(>w- 
• oniers. 

HOW APPOINTKI). 

Senate panes a»eai)poinled liy the 
ser^^eanl-at-arms, lihrou|i:h senator- 
ial influence. Scnatrors belon^inj!; to 
the majority |)arty have the palron- 
^ifje of their sid(« of the capitol divi- 
ded amon^r them by mutual under- 
taiidiw^. Ki'U'h has llio choice of a 
nnmbfr of employes. 

The salary of a pa^o is l>3.50 a 
<lay. If an extra session of connress 
be called on tho last day of » »iivo») 
month lie reeeivos pay for evtry 
day in that month, and, similary, 
if the present s«'ssion adjourns on 
tho 1st of .Inly the %'l.m per difm 
will he allowed for the thirty idle 
days in that month. It has become 
an established ctistom never to 
pay tho yotitbfnl niessenKers less 
than a month's salary nor to 
deduct Sundays, holidays or dnjs 
over which temporary adjonrii- 
ment has been taken. 

Thusin months of thirty-one days 
each lad eains for those depend((ut 
upon him ^77.60. In ad<1ition lo 
tills, Rcnatorial jzenorosily goes to 
the extent of votiiiK <'ftch employe 
of the chamber an extra month's 
salary each session, and the Junior 
members of tho hitfhai legLslalivc 
body come in for their share. 
Thus short sessions assure a total 
pay of f377.r>0 for three months' 
work intenuptcil by several waeks 
of vacation of Christmas, while long 
sessions arc worth ftisa.fiO, if ad- 
journment- is prfilonji'Hl until July. 
Extra sessions, so common in past 
congresses, of course add to these 
flfjures. 

A majority of the senate pasos are 
falherliu>ss lioys whose mothers need 
assistance. Some took their first 
baby steps upon velvet, otln^rs first 
saw the linht of day in humble 
homes. One is the orphan of a 
senator from West Virniiiia, an- 
olhei of an adjutanljjeneial of the 
army, another of a postmasloi* of 
Washinjflon. Two lost fatlurs in 
th(^ l"'ord'B theater disaster of ten 
years ago, when many war depart- 
ment «lorks workini; in the ill-fated 
bnilding wci-f> cinslx-'l '>'■ falliufr 
t iiiibers. 

Sheer pluck won liic Miiiallesl 
scnato [lage his commission. A 
year ago he was stdliuK newsi)apers 
on tho streets of a small town in 
Illinois, ilo had heard of the pam^s 
at the ca|)itol, made up his deter- 
mined little mind that ho would 
becmno one of them, and finally 
obtained a Ut<er of iiulrodu.'tlon to 
.Senator Cullom froni a local poli- 
tician in his community. Me 
boarded an east-bound train alone, 
walked up to the nen.it/« chamber 
unattondod an<l handed to tho sen- 
ator what his friends h/id supjiosed 
to bo useless credentials. The 
kintlly stalewman, who bears such 
a marked resemlilance to Ijiiieoln, 
looked the little man over, talked 
with him a while, glanced at the 
lettwr with a smil«, and then slepp(»<i 
over to the ofllce of Serpeant al- 
Arins Randsell. "Put this little 
soldier on your roll," ho said, "he 
has earned it by his pluck." 



DUTIES NOT MENIAL. 

The duties of the senate pat;o are 
not those of a menial messenger. 
A<^tue memory and quick co-ordi- 
nator of ()rain and liml) are esst>n- 
lial to his success. 1I(> mu.u| eom- 
bine in hismM.k(>-up the funelion of 
an animate (vingres^ioniil directory, 
a fi<«el-foolt(d lilirary catalogue, a 
[irancing nicnucaid, a fast-stopping 
base ball («ct)r('r, smooth buffer lie- 
tween tho impatiiMit lobbyisti and 
the busy biwmaker and, export 
t ranslator of senatorial chirojrraphy. 
lie must not only know all of the 
senators by name, l)Ut be able to 
indent ify the (tonsiiicuouij memlx^rs 
of the lower house. Ilo must be 
able to keep strict account of funds 
intrusted to his (^ire 

In the basement of the 8«Mmte 
wing is an apartment known as the 
I)ages' room. This is e(iuii)[ied with 
tables for eating purpfises, ol<M',tric 
lights, electric fans, running water, 
toilet articles, shoe-imlishing outfits 
and all necessary convenionct*. 

Eveiy member of the youthful 
corps must ruport at the chamiter at 
A. M. and, just as at school, sat- 
isfaelory ex(Mis(*s must be given for 
tardiness or al>senco. Tlu- first, duty 
in lluMiaily routine is the distribu- 
tion among senators' desks of bills 
introduced at the previous day's 
session, of ctilendars and other 
printed leyislalivo documents. All 
l)ills placed upon the calendar 
must belli d upon thedesk, togetlier 
with reports, and a copy of the 
(JoiKjressioiial Hrcord must be added 
to each senator's individual lilo. 
This l)eing nccomj)lisho<l, the boys 
are divided intiO s<)iiads for special 
(iulJes, some l)einu: d»'signate<l to 
brush off the ololh-eovered desks 
of tin* presidi>nt, wcrotary and 
dork. Another must oxainino all 
pens loft upon members desk and 
must renew their points, 
nwriruo TTMH" 

Krom 10toU):.'iO is recess time. 
Now the yotithful legislators are at 
liberty to lomi) in the capitol piirk, 
and this they are wont to do, often 
to the terror of tho capitol police. 
Reporting promptly wIkmi their re- 
creation period is over, they find 
that senators ar<» beginning to 
arrive and that errands ar" growing 
more and more plentiful until tho 
noon hour. As promptly as the clock 
points to 13 each takes his stand 
before one of tho senators' desks in 
tho front row of tbe chamber, bows 
his head, endeavors to banish all 
trnces of mischief from his fa<'e, 
an<l thus awaits tho completion of 
the blind chaplain's oponing pray<»r. 
The day's session has now com- 
menced in earnest. Tho little fel- 
lows post themselves nf)on tho 
steps of the presiilelit's platfoim, 
half on the Republican and half 
on tho DemcKMatic sid(>, awaiting 

tingle tile liiiMdcIiip of some .sena- 
tor. 

Seiiiiie pages are subjects lo moral 
discipline, and if any of their num- 
ber is known to uso tobacco, indulge 
in lyofanily or to commit any error 
of conduct he Is given extra taskis or 
may oven be dismissc'd. A major- 
ity of tho lads attend night school 
and several receive private tutoiing 
at home. 

In ca.so of sickness the pay is con- 
tinued Tn ea.se of death in tho 
raiiKs tho mother of the deceased is 
voted an extra half year's salaiy, 
sufficient to cover funeral expenses. 

Tipping of pages is discouraged 
on the Semite side. About lh« on- 
ly sniirci' of revenue is the filling 
aiitograpli iilbums with senators' 
signatures. These little books aro 
Hold to autograi)h fiends for $5 
apieco. Each pag(^ averages $10 or 
f Ifi now a session from this enter- 
lirise, which once yielded from $40 to 
«t60. 

HOITSR PAGES. 

There aro forly-lhroo pages intlio 
lIouHo of Reiiresentativcs. Twonty- 
four of those are detailed for duty 
on liiodoor, 'I'hoolhorsare station- 
ed at the doors lo receive visitors' 
cards; others ure engaged in iho 
telephone l)ooths and some run 
errands to and from the city. Tho 
floor pag«s of llio lionse arc yoiiiig- 
sters between 12 and IG, but those 
outside vary in years up to 20, with 
the except ion of tho "minority page" 
who is .'it Ai'coiiling to the custom 
of the house tho minority parly is 
allowed to retain one page as long 
as it likes, and tho ono in (juestion 
has served siiici* boyliood t.hrough 
.sessions of both Republican and 
DeiiKHMatic control. 



The house pages receive the same 
piiy and allowances as those of fhe 
upp"r chain tier. They are appointed 
by the doorkeeper according to tho 
app<wtionment of each state's share 
ol tlie patronage of the house. As 
in the s(«na1e, members actually 
select them. They retain their 
positions as long as their influence 
remains in power or until Th(> house 
changes its political complexion. 
They are organized into two 
divisions, ono for each side of tho 
house. Each division is directed 
by a chief pngo and two overseers. 

The rourine of tho ho\ise pages 
s(>rving upon the floor is similar to 
that plrescribcd for those of tho 
senati* side. They report at 9.30 
A. M , or a hiilf hour later than 
those of tho north wingof the capitol. 
They answer roll call at 10 and ro- 
miiin about the house, on their re- 
spective sides, until 11:45, when 
they take thoir places upon benches 
at the rear of the chamber, in (dose 
proximity to talilocall disksconn^ct- 
ed electrieiilly with menUxM-w' desks 
An older page on each side isilctail- 
ed lo watch these silent signals and 
to call out the number of members' 
d<>sks as electric buttons thereon 
aro pressed. 

Two thirds of the house pages 
attend niirlit school and several aro 
studying law nl the ui)ivi'rsifi(>>< .«r 
tho capital. 

TIPPING ALLOWED IN HOUSE. 

The tipping .system is p(>rmitted 
openly in the house, where jiages 
average from $1.60 to $2 a week in 
such revenue. Whereas in for- 
mer times they >ecoived as high as 
$20 apiece for auto:.'raph iilliums 
similar lo those collected in the son- 
ate, siicli souvenirs of tho lower 
house now si^II lor about 1 coul pur 
siifiiaturts and no member can bo 
approache(' for his autograph diir 
ill!'' session in,,...K' -rrxvo nimuar 
wind-up of ciiiim'o.ss, house pages 
generally realize from $15 to $20 
apiece for colh^clions of legislaliv(> 
rec(U(ls bought by members. 

Tho house pages have two base- 
ball nines, .one r'>prosonting tho 
Rep\U)liean and tho other tho 
Democratic sides ot tho flooi. 
Those meet in comViat on holidays 
and great is th« enthusiasm of 
partisans of the contending sid<'s. 
House jingcs meet also in mock ses- 
sions octMipying the H<M>r for such 
sport and adhering with suprisiug 
precision lo parliamentary rules. 

Overseer. I. 11. flollingsworth acts 
as thoir speaker, and Iho usual 
programme is a burlesque upon the 
serious sessions of theit elders. At 
a recent sesssion a page approached 
the speaker's chair, and, after gain- 
ing recognition held out a dollar 
note. " Mr. Speaker," said he, " I 
wish to intnnluco the following 
bill." It is customary at such un- 
odicial sessions for pnges to ])a.s8 
legislation appropriating fabulous 
salaries and allowances for their 
coips 

The ofBco of congiossional page 
has been a vestibule to many bril- 
liant careers. Alhur P. Gorman 
entered tho senate as a memb(>r 
after serving an apprenticeship 
doing its chores. Gen. J. M. 
Wilson, ex-chief of onginoers, IT. 
S. A., commenced j»ubli« life as a 
senate page A house pageship wivs 
the first step in the career of George 
A. Wise, r(<spreseiilativG from tlio 
forty-eighth to tho fifty-third con- 
grosses. Stuart Rol)son, Iho actor, 
was a house i>age in the thirty and 
tihirty-flrst congresses. When re- 
cently here, ho issued thoatre passes 
to all of the present house pages.

A Very Impressive Lecture,

Out of rovorenoo to the memory 
of the late Rev. Thomas Gallan- 
dot, D.D.., L.H.D , tho first meoling 
of the Fanwood Literary Associa- 
tion was in memory of him. It was 
a h'cfuro gi^n by ]»rof. W. G. 
Jones, on tliTTlife of that reverend 
gtint Ionian, who was so much to the 
deaf. The lecture was very finely 
given in signs by Mr. Jones, who is 
a master in that art, and ho held tho 
closest attontion of all throughout 
the lecture, which occupied nearly 
.111 hour and a half. A hearty vote 
of thanks was tendered Mr Jones 
at the conclusion of his l(«»ture. As 
I here are, no doubt, many who 
would like to know what was said, 
the lecture is given here below in a 
condensed form. 

Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallauilel wiis at 
Hartford, Conn, on the 3d of June, 1822, 
of a Hu)^nenot family. He wa.s tlio oldest 
sou of Rev. Thomas Hopkins and Sophia 
l''o\vler GallaiuUit. It was his desire lo 
enter Yale Collofje, but his father sent him 
to Trinity College. He graduated in 1842, 
with a class of Iwciity-four, receiving the

Ihidd, a member of the advancetl class 
taught l)y the princi^)nl. On July 15th 
iS.i,s, they were married in the church of 
the Ascension, N. Y. City, Rev. Dr. Bedell, 
Uieu a director of our scluiol, officiating.

at Wappingers Falls was Ixmght in 1885, 
and the Home was opened in 1S86. 

Rev. Dr. Gallaudet resigned ^ reotot of 
St. Aun's Church, October 1892, after forty 
years of service. He was made Rector- 
Rmeritus, and since then he devote<l the 
7vhote of the rest of his life lo the interests 
of the deaf. St. Ann's Church was torn 
down in 1894, and since then, the mutes 
of New York City have never felt as ^oo<l 
as they use<l to be before the demolition 
of their loved church. Services for the 
deaf were then held in the church of St. 
John the Divine until 1896, when old Su 
Ann's and old St. Mattliew's formed the 
new St. Matthew's Parish, pledging to 
support St. Ann's for all time. Dr. Gallaudet 
l)eing Rector- Emeritus of St. Matthew's 
and Vicar of St. Ann's. The corner-stone 
of the new St. Ann's Church at 148th 
Street, near Amsterdam Avenue, was lai;l 
August 6th, 1 898, and thecliurch cousecrat- 
e<l I>y Bishop Potter, December 26th, of 
the same year. 

The memorable golden weclding of Rev. 
Dr. Gallaudet and wife, took place in the 
chapel of the New York Institution, July 
15th, 1895. It was a very fine occasion, 
and every one present said he could never 
forget such a glorious event. On that day 
a purse of f6oo in gold was given to the 
happy couple. " Auld Lang Syne, " was 
given in' signs as the grand finale of the 
proceedings. 

To the great sorrow of all the Gallaudet 
Home was destroye<t by fire on Uie even- 
ing of February 18th, 1900. Fortunately 
none of the inmates were harmeii, but 
everything went up in smoke. This was 
was a great blow to Dr. Gallaudet, but 
he bore it nobly. As soon as possible, 
work was started to build the Home again 
on the same site. It is now nearl3' com- 
pleted and will l>e openeil before the new 
year comes in. It is an everlasting me- 
morial of the Christian work of the life- 
long interest in the deaf of Rev. Dr. Gal- 
laudet. 

When the sun dawned on June 29th, 
1901, Rev. Dr. Gallaudet had l)cen a clergy- 
man, just fifty years. The reverend doctor 
was presenteil with a purse of f 1200, by St. 
Matthew's, anil alst> with one from his be- 
loved deaf parishioners at St. Ann's. He 
and four clergj-men, who were ordained 
priests at the same time half a century ago, 
were given a reception at the General

Thi» last honor was the one 
which he appreciatetl very, liighly, as he 
could not do much more to ameliorate the 
suffering of the deaf, because of his declin- 
ing }-ears. 

On August 27th, 1902, he departeil into 
the life eternal, at the age of eighty years. 
It almost broke the heart-.strings of the 
deaf when they realized the loss of him, 
who had no knowledge of such a wont as 
" Worry," and who tried to makje smixith 
the rugged paths that the poor, infirm and 
deaf triMl. The funeral services UK>k place 
at St. Matthew's Church, on Friday after- 
noon, August 29th, at four o'clock. The 
sight of the pall-covered ca.sket being 
borne uj) the middle aisle of the church, 
was very sad. Bishop Potter was greatly 
affected when he eulogized the humble, 
vet powerful character of Rev. Dr. Cial- 
landet, the deaf-mutes' friend and guide. 
After the services, the ever-smiling face of 
our ilenr friend was lookeil upon for the 
last time on earth and then shut from view 
forever, lite remains were burieti in 
Ce<lar Hill Cemetery, Hartfonl, Conn. 
The grave was literally linetl with ever- 
greens and purple and white asters. He 
was fittingly placed in a lieti of flowers. 

While \\\ life, he made many visits lo 
Institutions for the deaf, and missions to 
the deaf, not only in America, but al.so in 
Great Britain and Ireland and in other 
parts of Kui'oiie. For many years he was 
pastor of the SisterhcKxl of the (' ' '" -ji- 
henl ; he was one of the foun ,ir 

.schcKils for the deaf— ?f!.r., tho>t n, ixwuio. 
Rochester and Malone, ami that in Beverly, 
Mass. ; he was always a »ln>ng advocate of 
the combined system, and his favorite 
saying was: "Signs are to the deaf 
through the eye what sounds are to the 
healing through the ear." He was a mem- 
ber of the New York Churchmen's .Asso- 
ciation for many years.

Some men there nre who leave 
enemies thick in their wake. They 
cannot walk around a eoraer with- 
out going out of Ihe way to offend 
.someone. If a sti-anger asks them a 
civil question Ihey reply rudely. If 
an acquniiitanee comes to them for 
a slight courlc'sy Ihey deny it or 
grant it so grudginjjly and in so in- 
sult ing a manner that he goes away 
hating instead of gi-atdfully. They 
flelioht in uttering and repeating 
ugly remarks about friends and 
strangers, heedless of the fact that 
.such remarks are always carri(>d 
home. Satire and sarcasm are com- 
monly on their toiijjues. Tlu^y 
practice the charily neither of 
silence nor of spc^cch iJut in the 
long run thoy pay heavily for Ihe 
pleasure of making enemies. 

The man who plays the doe in of- 
fice, whether it be in a public or pri- 
vate office, is a fool, ('ourlesy is so 
cheap and rudeness costs so miieh 
lhat none but fools will delilaM-atelj- 
and needlessly offend even the 
weakest and most insignificant 
person, 'i'he manager of a slioi>, 
an em|doye of a public ofiicc, any 
mau in i)laco or jiowc^r, may be se- 
cure of his |)ositioii, may be iiulepen- 
dent of anv man's favor, may have 
no present use for friends and no 
fear of enemies, liul \w knowsnot 
and cannot know how soon or in 
what wii}' he may bo obliged to seek 
favors from the person whom h(> 
scorns lo-day and treats rudely. 
f<"'ortune's turning wlutel jinls men 
in very strange positions. 

Politeness, courtesies, favoi's, are 
repaid not infi'e(|iieiilly with in- 
gratiiude, and one sometimes won- 
ders whether it is worth while to 
try to phniso people whom one does 
not have to ])leaso. But il is worth 
while, for Ihe humblest office boy 
may one day have* his dianee lu pay 
back a hundredfold slights and in- 
sults which wei'c lai<l upon him 
wantonly by a man who did not 
imagiim that the boy would ever lie 
in a [losition to hurt him. 

The prudent politician and I lie 
prinlent man of affairs are scdiooled 
in this wisdom. People may forycd 
the kindness you do them, but tliey 
will not forgot injuiies or insulls. 
They may not be rich in graliliuh", 
l)ut they are very p)r(me to revenge 
and will go far to even up an in- 
jury. Men have received a knock- 
out blow in businiss or politics 
frmii a hidden enemy of wliesr^ very 
cxistance Ihey know nothing. One 
never knows what connecrtions a 
stranger, or even a friend, may 
liav(i, or what infiuonce ho may 
control, either now or in the 
future 

I^)liteness may be preached not 
only on utilitarian, but also on a^s 
tlieiic; and (H-onoinieal grounds. It 
Ix^aulirtes social inlorcourse, and 
Hmoolhs the way of life, and lo a 
mind rightly constituted, the way 
of politeness is the way of least re 
uifitanoe. To be rude is generall> 
mor-e trouble than to be courteou.s. 
But there is a limit to courtesy, 
and Uiai limit Is the bortlcr of com 
plaisancy or weakness. To mal<< 
friends is noble ami honorablo onl\ 
when il may Ire done with a clear 
eonsciencoand without loss of self- 
respect. An honest man must jios- 
M(vss the courage to make enemies 
when that is n«ces,sary for right's 
sake.

The S|>nniard and the Portu- 
guese, although dweliinji inasoulh- 
ern land, gestictihile liMle; their 
laiijiuage is rhythmic, slow, solemn; 
Ihey are grave, (heir salutation is a 
little theatrical. 

The Italian is lively, mobile, in- 
telligent, gay; his linguage is 
harmonious, sonorous, warm and 
lumiiKins like his country's sky. 
The salualalion of tluf Italian is 
(|iiick and full of fetding, his ^-es 
lure colored and exaggerated.

Their annual r-eport and 
also those ofjtlie Siiperintendentand 
Treasurer of the Home, were [ire- 
sented and appi'oved. 

SniM'iiiiteriderit Byeis suggests 
the purchase of a small trad of 
land, east of the institution, for 
sewerage tli.spo.sal, and making use 
of the waslo for ferlilizing the farm. 
The erection of an additional build- 
ing or repairing the pi-osent cottage 
for the use of the male inmates is 
lecommended. Increased a<1dilions 
lo those IxMtigciired for will deftiand 
it sooner or later. There were 
14 pecqde being cared for at th<> close 
of the year ending September 30th. 
Most of the j'ear's crops were good, 
and there was an al)nndance of 
garden truck to supply the sum- 
mer's needs, ami to store lip for 
winter use, besid(>8 disposing of 
some by sale.
